SKLAR 
said that in May of 1959, he received a request for financial assistance from 
GOLD, The fact that GOLD asked for assistance was somewhat unusual, SKLAR. 
said that he was of the opinion that GOLD’S fanily would have come to his 
assistance had they known of this request. SKLAR had in his possession two 
letters that GOLD had written in May of 1959, asking for this aid.
